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PIRG Claims Druggists ‘ Unethical 


Gains said. 

An example of what Gains 
termed "unethical substitu- 
tional practices" occured six 
out of ten times at Townhouse, 
although several other pharm- 
acies were also guilty. Gains 
said most drugs have brand 
names and they also have a 
generic substitute, which is 
exactly the same drug but 
without any brand name, such 
as penicillin and Pcn-Vee-K. 

Gains pointed out the 
unethical substitution occurs 
when the pharmacist fills the 
prescription with a generic 
substitute, but Charges the 
brand name price which is\ 
generally much higher. He 
also said the prescription is 
.sometimes mislabeled alto- 
gether. andvthc consumer is 
led to believe they have 
purchased the brand name. 

Gains emphasized PIRG 
was not against the use of 
generic drugs to fill prescrip-, 
tiohs because they are less 
expensive and there is no 
difference between -the name 
brand dt;ugs. The PIRG study 
recommends that doctors pre- 
scribe the cheaper drug. Gains 
said, but "if someone thinks 
they are getting One thing and 
they aren't. it*s simply un- 
ethical." 

"The basic thing we’d like 
to stress is from the results 
we've gotten here, the pharm- 
acists is a merchant, not a 
professional." Gains asserted. 
He said consumers place a 
large amount of trust in the 
pharmacist and their evidence 
dissuades that trust. 


selling for $3.03 at Dart Drug 
and $5.75 at Townhouse. The 
price of the total market 
basket differed from a low 
$23.50 at Dart Drugs to the 
$44.10 charged directly across 
the street at Bialeks on Eye St. 

Gains urged students to 
request their doctors prescribe 
generic drugs and tell them 
what the price should be so 
they could tfheck the pharma- 
cists’ price. 


Another category in which 
area pharmacies were found to 
be negligent, according to 
Cains, was product adulter- 
ation. Forty-one out of 60 
prescriptions that required 
special packaging to prevent 
decomposition were not given 
the proper container. Decom- 
position could significantly 
reduce the drug's effective- 
ness. said Gains. 


Managing Editor 

A D.C. Public Interest 
Research Group (PIRG) study 
on pharmaceutical practices in 
the GW area has found several 
pharmacies guilty of product 
adulteration, unethical substi- 
tutional practices and mis- 
branding prescriptions. 

The study's coordinator, 
GW senior Robert J. Gains, 
specifically named the Town- 
house Pharmacy at 601 -! 9th 
St.. N.W, as tisi.ig "unethical"" 
practices' and included it on 
PIRG's list of the 12 "worst" 
pharmacies in Washington. 

"I wouldn't feel sale going 
there. "Gains said. "This guy 
is unethical. He's not selling 
nuts and bolts. hc‘s selling 
regulated drugs, prescription 
drugs, \drttgs that are vital R> 
your health. This guy is 
playing games." he said. 

The PIRG survey discovered 
a number of "games" that 
pharmacists play, according to 
Gains. He said area pharnt-l 
acists' lack of professional 
ethics and desire for profits 
played a major role in 
decreasing the quality of 
pharmaceutical services avail- 
able to consumers. 

PIRG surveyed 30 D.C. 
pharmacies for price discrep- 
cncies and unethical practices, 
purchasing the drugs with 
PIRG's money and using 
prescriptions written by doc- 
tors aiding in the study. PIRG 
also surveyed II GW area 
pharmacies the same way. with 
the finances coming from an 
"an unidentified donor". 


One of the prescriptions 
filled at the II area phar- 
macies required special pack- 
aging to prevent children's use 
and nine of the I I failed to 
conform to pharmaceutical 
regulations, which is a federal 
offense. 

Wide discrepencies in pri- 
cing also occured frequently 
within the area pharmacies, 
with 60 capsules of Gatrisn 


- Meat Boycott Strikes GW 
Area Meat Sales Suffer

GW students joined area consumers in this 
week's national meat boycott, causing meat 
purchases by local supermarkets, as well as 
Macke services to decline between 30 and 40 
percent, while area restaurants reported 
"business as usual. T 

John Lawrence. GW’s Macke foiid services 
director, explained in an interview yesterday, 
that there h^s been a decline in the sale of 
hamburgers arid red meats in the fii>t floor 
Center cafeteria. 

"We have noticed a reduction in hamburger 
sales and at; Increase in the sale of grilled cheese 
and fish sandwiches in the cash operation" 
Lawrence said. 

Lawrence, who said he was /generally" having 
a meatless week, added, "something should be 
done to let the government know what the 
public, in general, thinks about the' rising 
prices." 

Concerning Macke’s reaction to the boycott. 
Lawrence said. “In the board cafeteria, we 
always make sure that there is a fish or poultry 
itemavaHuble for those students participating in 
the boycott." 

Lawrence said he didn't think the boycott 
would really have any effect unless it went on 
longer than one week. "Tf it would go on for a 
month w so,” he said, "people would know that 
housewives arc really serious.” 

Mosf area restaurants have not felt the meat 
boycott thus far. The director of advertising and 
public relations for Auger Enterprises (Blackie's 
World fRcstaurants) said. "Business has been 
very, very good. ..because the media is 
continually stressing a boycott of supermarkets 


and have never mentioned the restaurants." 

Albert Ablulhosh. manager of the Prime Beef 
House on 18th Street NW claimed, "Meat prices 
are up because the dollar went dowh. if the 
dollar goes up in value, not only the meat prices 
but everything will go down in price." 

All restaurants contacted agreed the grocery 
stores and the farmers would be the ones who 
would be hurt by the boycott. 

GW Junior Marc Needetman said he was 
having a meatless week. because "I believe that a 
collective action is necessary to set the producers 
on notice that we refuse to put up with these 
prices." f 

Russell Dawson, a ffeshman. explained he was 
eating meat this week "because If I didn't. I 
wouldn't be eating very much.. .they don’t 
provide much of an alternative here (at Macke). '' 

"It doesn't make sense,"said Junior Brent 
Budowsky. “Macke is buying the meat anyway. 
The battle should have been waged a month 
ago" (before the meat was purchased.) "If this 
had been done, I would have supported the 
boycott." 

One sophomore explained he wasn't partici- 
pating in the boycott because "people have to 
realize the totality of their actions. It is obvious 
that businesses will never assume losses that can 
be passed on to the consumer." 

You can't really boycott meat." he continued, 
“because the meat is there and it is going to gp 
bad and in the long run people are going to have 
to pay for the meat they didn't eat in the first 
place." 

Other reasons for not eating meat ranged from

U.S. Atty . Accused of 
Coercing Confession

Sanlonia F. Butler, acquitted defendant in two alleged sexual 
assaults on the GW campus in February, 1971, has again repudiated 
a confession linking him to those alleged assaults, and has accused 
an assistant U.S. attorney and a police detective with coercion in 
obtaining thal confession. 

In a sworn deposition filed with lawyers engaged in a civil suit 
against GW stemming from the case. Butler repudiated most of the 
confession made before a U.S. District Court grand jury in January 
following his acquittal in the case. 

In a statement to the Hatchet immediately after his acquittal, last 
November. Butler denied making an earlier confession to Det. 
Frederick Cain of the D.C. Sex Squad six days after his arrest. That 
alleged confession, contained Cain's testimony given in the absence 
of the jury, al Butler's trial was ruled as hearsay and inadmissable 
evidence. 

The deposition, which does not become official court record until 
Butler reads and signs the final version, is said to charge that Cain 
and Assistant U.S. Attorney Herbert Hoffman coerced Butler into 
giving the confession before the grand jury by saying he would be 
returned to jail and charged with more unsolved rapes. 

Hoffman called Butler's statements "obviously false” Monday 
night. He had no further comment due to the continuing grand jury 
investigation of GW's role in the case. Butler could not be reached 
for comment. 

The deposition was given to lawyers representing the woman 
involved in the Lisner incident. The woman is suing GW for $5 
million and campus security guard Charles B. Finney for $2.5 
million, claiming negligence on the part of the univenity in the case. 

In the deposition. Butler is said to repudiate testimony given to the 
grand jury that corroborated the woman's version of the alleged 
assault. 

According to one report of the deposition, Butler stated the 
woman involved in the second assault had made a date with him for 
that night. 

Butler is also reported to have stated that the complainant in the 
first alleged assault beckoned to him from the women's room, where, 
she has charged the assault took place.

Picket Lines to Form, Protesting 
President Thieu, Visit to Capital

The "need to alert the American people to the 
dangers of continued U.S. involvement in Vietnam.” 
was the desire expressed by both National Peace 
Action Coalition (NPAC) and Student Mobilization 
Committee (SMC) spokesmen in a press conference 
Tuesday morning informing the media of the /protest 
against South Vietnam's President Nguyen van 
Thieu’s visit to the Capital. 

Co-ordinator of NPAC Abe Bloom stated. 
“Thieu’s visit to the U.S. , his meetings with Nixon on 
the West Coast and his presence in Washington on 
Wednesday. Thursday and Friday of this week will 
be protested by peace groups throughout the 
country." 

Picket lines will be formed in Atlanta, Chicago, 
Denver. Cleveland. Los Angeles and other cities. 
There will also be a protest in front of the Saigon 
Mission to the U.N. in New York City on Thursday. 

In Washington, the impending protest has been 
directed by the Washington Area Peace Action Coa- 
lition (WAPAQ. an affiliate of NPAC. and the SMC. 


On Thursday. April 5, a picket line will be staged in 
front of the White House from 4:30 to 6:00 p.m., 
followed by a rally in Lafayette Park from 6-6:30 
pun. 

Bloom stressed that the main demands of the pro- 
test are, "U.S. out of Southeast Asia now! End 
support to Thieuf No U.S. imposed regimes!" There 
will be other banners in the picket line dealing with 
Nixon budget cuts, political prisoners currently 
being held by the Saigon government and amnesty. 

The rally will be led by Father McSorley of the 
Catholic Peace Fellowship and speakers will include 
representatives from some of the 15 organizations 
that have endorsed the action. 

Several congressmen and women have lent their 
support to the protest including Bella S. Abzug 
(Dem. N.Y.). In a statement circulated at the press 
conference she said. "He (Thieu) is here. I believe, to 
make sure that those U.S. dollars keep rolling in to 
maintain his corrupt clique of military terrorists." 

SMC Coordinator Chuck Petrin explained at the 
meeting that; “The American people will be out in 
the streets Thursday. . not to honor a hero, but to 
condertin a criminal."

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Political Victory 


Themeat boycott is an admirable effort to bring about a 
change on an issue that effects people in every facet of life, 
in every city in the country. Consumers have taken up the 
task that their government neglected and their efforts have 
been rewarded in the plumeting of meat prices and in 
Nixon's belated price ceiling. 

It is true that the meat boycott may not have any lasting 
effect and it is true that the prices may hit Nixon’s ceiling as 
soon as the boycott ends. But there is more at stake in this 
mass action that the prices of beef, pork, and lamb. 

At a time when there is legitimate doubt as to whether 
people have control over their government, it is vital that 
they use the available means, destroy that doubt, and assert 
their needs and demands. The mass rallies against the war 
are over. The war was but one issue and there are many 
before us now. 

The promised attention to domestic issues will never 
come unless we force it. The students that were once the 
spearhead in the mass movement must not neglect their 
role or forego their responsibility as a part of the 
community. When many families cannot afford to place 
meat on their tables, something must be done. The needs 
of the consumer are often the last concern, and this must 
change. 

We urge students to continue to boycott meat and help 
insure this week’s success. The price cuts of 30 to 40 
percent demonstrate the effectiveness of this route to 
change, but more important, they illustrate the power of 
the consumer and his refusal to accept the abuse of 
business and government. Regardless Of the boycott's 
overall economic effect, it can be a political victory.

Operation Aerial Assault

Most of the students at G.W. will probably 
never realize it. but our university has embarked 
upon a major advertising campaign to attract 
transfer students from the West. Midwest, and 
South. G.W.’s quest to become a nationally 
prominent university has necessitated a geo- 
graphical mix in the student body to offset (he 
present New York-New Jersey bias.' 

The university’s campaign started last month 
on an experimental basis. The inaugural effort 
was known as "operation aerial assault” and the 
targets were the students of Indiana University 
in Bloomington. 

The university ad men thought that the unique 
medium of aerial advertising would be 
sufficiently novel to attract the attention of the 
Hoosicr students. So they hired one Ralph 
Plymel. a veteran Indiana pilot who had long 
been known for his skills at cropdusting and 
skywriting.

Plymel’s vintage 
biplane disseminated a large quantity of 
agricultural herbicides on I.U.’s fraternity row. 
eradicating much of the Greeks' landscaping. 

Later that afternoon. Warren Glick. owner of 
a farm in nearby Brown County, waited for the 
approach of Plymel’s plane to spray his soybean 
field with weed killer. But when Plymel finally 
came. Glick watched in amazement as the 
biplane acrobatically spelled out a very 
well-formed "GO GWU” above his cattle 
pasture. 

A series of phone calls later informed the 
well-meaning pilot of his error, and Plymel 
promised to try again the next day. 

However, it was somewhat windy the next day. 
Plymel tried in vain to spell “GO GWU.” but by 
the time he finished the "U.*’ the "GO” had 
already drifted into Ohio. The only thing the I.U. 
students would see was a deformed "GWU.” 
They were not sure what a “gwu” was. but 
concluded that it was some type of initiation 
prank. • V- . v 

The G.W. advertisers decided that skywriting 
would not work, so they began phase two fo the 
aerial assault. 

Ralph Plymel and his biplane were hired 
again. This time Plymel was instructed to fly 
over the l.U. campus, dropping 10,000 
information leaflets about G.W.U. Plymel did 


as he was instructed, and the Hoosiers found 
themselves deluged with four-color magazine 
type ads for G.W.. complete with business-reply 
postcards. 

The l.U. students were especially puzzled to 
find scattered among the G.W. literature several 
yellowed leaflets printed in German. Translated, 
the strange documents said. "Surrender now 
before your country is overrun by superior Allied 
forces. Kaiser William is finished!” ^ 

The G.W. ad men asked Plymel about these 
additional leaflets, and the old man replied that 
they were left over from when he served as an ace 
pilot in the “Great War'/ and thought that it was 
time to get rid of theip. 

The pamphlet drop/ caused the ecologists at 
l.U. to fume with rage, and Jhis phase of our 
university’s campaign was propped to avoid 
more bad publicity. j. 

The final phase of the aerial assault was 
definitely the most intriguing. It was a warm 
Thursday evening at the Bloomington campus 
and students were outside doing what l.U. 
students would do on such a beautiful starry 
night: some were smoking dope, some were 

making love, and some were working on their 
motorcycles. 

The quietude of that evening was interrupted 
by a baritone droning noise from the northern 
sky. Gradually, the Hoosiers were able to see 
what was causing the strange sound. It was the 
Goodyear Blimp. 

"It’s them engineers from Purdue pullin’ 
another stunt.” said a student who was adjusting 
the carburetor on his B.S.A. 

"Hot damn! The Hindenburg's back!" 
screamed a student who was smoking. 

"Oh wow! It’s absolutely huge!” declared a 
coed who was spending the evening with her 
boyfriend beneath a giant sycamore. 

As the huge aircraft made a tow pass over the 
campus, an illuminated message rolled marquis- 
style across the balloon: 

" Want excitement with your education? Con- 
tact the George Washington University. 
Washington. D.C. 20006. 

A few days later, an article in The Indiana 
Daily Student said that a group of concerned 
i.U. students attempted to hire the Blimp for a 
"retaliatory raid” on the G.W.U. campus. 
However. Goodye u refused, claiming that the 
G.W. campus was too close to the National 
Airport landing area, and that the desired 
message could not be displayed because of it’s 
"obscene references."

D.C. PIRG has once again demonstrated an ability to 
search out hidden inequities in the market system facing 
the everyday consumer. In their latest endeavor (See story, 
p.l), PIRG studied the ethical habits of that long time 
family friend, the pharmacist, and found out he’s in the 
business for the money also. 

We wouldn't want to discourage any hardworking 
pharmacist from making an honest living, but when you 
think you're buying one thing and it turns out to be 
another, a serious ethical problem arises. As PIRG’s 
project coordinator Bob Gains pointed out, "(They’re) not 
selling nuts and bolts," and that fact demonstrates the 
seriousness of the problem. 

Pharmacists, above virtually everyone else concerned 
with health, should be aware of the dangers of abusing 
prescription drugs. Their actions, uncovered in PIRG's 
studies, endanger the free flow of information about drugs 
in an era where so many half-truths circulate freely. 

In light of PIRG’s study, we would encourage all \ 
students and community residents to boycott the 
Townhouse pharmacy on 19th St. until they will adhere to 
the ethical requirments of their profession. We also 
encourage the boycott of Bialeks drug store on Eye St. in 
response to their apparently exorbitant prices. 

Consumers should not be forced to succumb to the 
vastness of large consumer industries and reports like 
PIRG’s make it possible for consumers to see the facts and 
take appropriate action.

People often use columns in 
this newspaper to point out 
university problems. Frequently 
these are problems caused by an 
administration acting against the 
student interest I am also writing 
about this kind of problem, but I 
am writing with a possible 
solution. 

The solution is the Student 
Interest Committee (SIC). The 
students who formed this organ- 
ization arte sick and tired of the 
way this school is being run for 
the benefit of everyone but the 
students. SIC wants students to 
have a real influence in the 
running of George Washington 
University and wants the school 
admiiftstration to make the wel- 
fare of the students its number one 
priority. 

In the past, many efforts have 
been made to turn this university 
around but all have failed. Our 
effort may meet a similar fate, bpt 
it’s worth a try since this school's 
location could make it one of the 
most important universities in the 
cou ntry. 

This school's administration 
claims that students are satisfied 
with the governance of the 
university. I’m sure any of you 
students who are reading this 
know that this is not so. You know 


of dozens of instances where you or 
a friend have been shafted by GW 
and you had no recourse. SIC will 
provide the meands of expressing 
this in a way the university will 
have to listen to. 

SIC is printing thousands of 
postcards which will be distributed 
on campus. We ask all member of 
the university community to sign 
the cards. They say that you will 
never consider making a contribu- 
tion to GWU until students have 
real influence in running the 
school and the administration is 
attentive to student needs. The 
cards are addressed to SIC and 
can be dropped in campus mail 
without postage. SIC will keep a 
record of how many people have 
signed the cards and will then 
forward the cards to the adminis- 
tration. This project will be an 
ongoing operation until the school 
improves.^We hope to have several 
hundred cards before the year 
ends and increase to a few 
thousand next year. As the total 
goes into the thousands the 
administration will have to 
respond. 

The other major SIC project w ill 
be research into student services or 
lack thereof. The subjects for 
research will be determined by 
what students are interested in. 
but possible areas of research 


include the health service, 
housing, registrars office, aca- 
demics and food service. 

Very often when students make 
legitimate complaints or sug- 
gestions they are told improvement 
is impossible. If we have the facts 
from research to prove these 
improvements are possible the 
administration may be embar- 
rassed into making appropriate 
improvements. 

I’d like to use this .opportunity 
to address a word to Dr. Elliott 
and the administration. SIC can 
work with you to improve the 
school or we can fight you to 
improve the school. This choice 
will be up to you and how yoq 


cooperate. The only thing we 
cannot do is accept the status quo 
of rule by and for administrative 
and business interests. 

Now a word to the students. 
This is your committee and if you 
support it we can turn this 
university around. If you don't 
trust the health service, think 
registration can be easier or have 
had other chances to get shafted 
by this university then you should 
support SIC. If you won’t at least 
sign one of the cards, you have no 
right to complain when you get 
shafted. 

For thpse of you who want to get 
involved in improving this school 
SIC is your golden opportunity. 


SIC is a new organization and as 
such there are no cliques running 
the show. Your influence on the 
organization will be determined 
only by what you put into it We 
need people to serve on the 
executive committee and coor- 
dinate SIC's work. We need people 
to work on getting people to sign 
the cards. We need people to do 
research on student services and 
publicize the results.

Do you ever get the feeling that the intellectual 
atmosphere at GW leaves a lot to be desired? Do 
you ever want to discuss something you heard about 
in class? Do you wish you could take . more 
advantage of the resources of Washington, D.C.? If 
so. you may be able to take advantage of an 
experimental program now being offered to GW 
students-provided you act quickly. 

Next fall, an experimental Special Interest Floor 
will be established in Mitchell Half as an optional 
residence living situation. This 'Special Interest 
Floor, created and planned by a group of students in 
conjunction with the Dfan of Students Office, is now 
being offered to all students who have a broad 
interest in the American Political Environment and 
the Washington. D.C. Area. This living situation is 
not an academic course and there is no necessary 
major to qualify. In fact, students with a variety of 
majors and perspectives can share this common 
interest. 

But just how can this alternative to the present life 
in the dorms improve GW's intellectual atmosphere? 
The Special Interest Floor will bring together a 
community of individuals who share a broad, 
common interest, with the goal of more fully utilizing 
the unique resources of Washington. D.C. as well as 
providing an atmosphere supportive to individual, 
inquiry and group discussion. It will provide a 
forum for the sharing of ideas, talents, and interests. 

Such interaction based on common interest will 


take the form of excursions by floor members to see 
places of interest and hear speakers from 
governmental and non governmental organizations. 
Also included will be forms of student-faculty 
interaction, such as seminars, study group^, discus- 
ion groups on books of common interest, etc. Of 
special value will be the informal, spontaneous 
interactions resulting from a community of 
interested and committed residents. In short, the 
Special Interest Floor will broaden the experiences of 
dormitory living and allow the dorm to be a place to 
think and discuss as well as a place to live. 

Simply naming the Special Interest Floor and 
letting things happen will not produce results. 
Students must be committed to making the floor 
work. This will mean taking responsibility for 
programming, adopting an open attitude toward free 
expressions and communication of ideas, and 
developing a sense of community. 

If you would be interested in living on the Special 
Interest Floor next year, the time to act is now. Pick 
up the application form in the Dean of- Students 
Office (4th floor. Rice Hall) and spend the fifteen 
minutes it takes to fill it out. If you have already 
participated in the housing lottery, it is not too late 
to switch onto the Special Interest Floor. When you 
make your room selection for the floor, the SI 00 
deposit you have already paid will be credited to your 
account. The deadline for application to the Special 
Interest Floor, whether you presently live on or off 
campus is Wednesday. April 18. Questions should 
be referred to the Dean of Students Office.
